Chairman Of German 
Shipping Company. 


_ WELL-KNOWN IN CHINA. 


Were Karl Lindemann, partner in 
the well-known, China) firm of 
Melchera and Company, and former- 
ly, a prominent * figuro,in shipping 
‘cireles In China, has been appointed 
Chairman of the North German 
Lloyd §.5. Company, according to’a 
“Trans-Occan” message received 
here. y ae 

At the meeting, on Friday, of the 
combined Board of Directors of the 
‘two leading German shipping com- 
panies, North German’ Lloyd and 
Hamburg-America Line, decided to 
propose to the general shareholders 
meeting that last year's loss of 13,- 
‘020,000 marks ench should be 
covered from the special reserve 
‘fund ‘amounting to 24,000,000 
marks for each of the two com- 
panies and put aside in 1931. 

As o result of Herr Oskar Plate 
having’ ‘requested the board 
‘to refrain .from electing him 
to the Chairmanship of the 
North German Lloyd in suc- 
‘eession to Herr Philipp Heineken 
who recently resigned on account of 
his advanced age, the board elected 
to this very important post Herr 
Karl Lindemann, partner of the 
well-known China firm of Melchers

‘When the op- 
ponents are vulnerable and you 
nre not, a defensive bid should 
be made on ii minimum. A far- 
ther consideration {s the position 
of the bidder, whether second, 
third or fourth hand. 

As a rule the fourth hand piay- 
er after both opponents have 
called is in the most favourable 
position for n defensive bid..Thus 
Z bids One Heart; A,:No bid; Y, 
Two Hearts.
